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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Clalm(s) 13, 27, 34 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Pines et ai. (US 2003/0007625 A1). 

Regarding clalm(s) 13, 27 and 34, Pines discloses a method in a data 
processing system for processing a call at a call center (FIG. 1 and paragraph 0001), 
the method comprising: 

responsive to receiving the call from a caller at the call center, determining 
whether a language identifier is present, wherein the language Identifier identifies a 
language spoken by the caller (paragraph 0075); and 

identifying a destination for the call based on the language identifier (FIG. 7 and 
paragraph 0075). 

Regarding claim(s) 36, Pines discloses all the limitations of claim(s) 36 as 
stated in clalm(s) 13* s rejection above and furthermore discloses a bus system 
(paragraph 0051), a memory (paragraph 0051) and a processing unit (paragraph 0051).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not Identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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6. Claim(s) 1, 6-8, 15, 20-22, 29 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Chang et al. (US 5,771.283) in view of Frey et al. (US 
6,535.596 61). 

Regarding claim(s) 1, 8, 15, 22, 29 and 30, Chang discloses a method in a 
communications device for initiating calls (FIG. 1 and column 1, lines 6-11), the method 
comprising: 

detecting an initiation of a call in the communications device, wherein the call is 
initiated by a user directly co-acting with the communication device (column 4. lines 59- 
67); and 

responsive to detecting the call, identifying a geographic identification based on a 
number assigned to the communications device (column 5. lines 1-20). 

Chang discloses transmitting to the called party the geographical location but 
fails to disclose a language identification based on a user of the communications 
device. 

However. Frey teaches a language identification based on a user of the 
communications device (column 7, lines 36-41 ); and 

transmitting the geographic identification and the language identification with 
caller identification information for use by a called party (column 9, lines 1-8). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the invention of Chang using the teaching of 
providing language preference of the caller as taught by Frey. 
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This modification of the invention enables the system to have the language 
identification provided to the called party so that the user would know what language to 
speak answering the call. 

Regarding claim(s) 6 and 20, Chang discloses a method wherein the device is 
has Bluetooth wireless communication capability that is used to access the language 
identification stored in the device (column 3, lines 49-54). 

Regarding claim(s) 7 and 21 , Chang discloses a method wherein the 
communications device is one of a mobile communications unit (column 4, lines 1-7). 

7. Clalm(s) 2, 10, 16 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chang in view of Frey as applied to claim(s) 1, 8, 15 and 22 above, 
and further in view of Caccuro et al. (US 5,440,615). 

Regarding claim(s) 2 and 16, Chang in combination with Frey as applied to 
claim(s) 1 and 15 above differ from claim(s) 2 and 16 in that it fails to disclose the 
language identification is a list of languages in a code format. 

However, Caccuro teaches a method, wherein the language identification is a list 
of languages in a code format (FIG. 4 and column 4, lines 45-63). 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the invention of Chang as modified using the 
voice messaging system as taught by Caccuro. 

This modification of the invention enables the system to have the language 
identification is a list of languages in a code fomiat so that the user would have an 
international voice mail system. 

Regarding claim(s) 10 and 24, Caccuro teaches a method wherein the language 
identification is a list of language codes containing at least one language code indicating 
a language spoken by the caller (FIG. 4 and column 4, lines 45-63). 

8. Claim(s) 3 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Chang in view of Frey as applied to claim(s) 1 and 15 above, and further in view 
of Guo (US 2002/0174059). 

Regarding claim(s) 3 and 17, Chang in combination with Frey as applied to 
claim(s) 1 and 15 above differ from claim(s) 3 and 17 in that it fails to disclose the 
geographic identification is a two letter code format. 

However, Guo teaches a method, wherein the geographic identification is a two 
letter code format (FIG. 26 and paragraph 0129). 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill In the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the invention of Chang as modified using the 
online business specification code as taught by Guo. 

This modification of the invention enables the system to have the geographic 
identification is a two letter code format so that the user would have a tool for global 
management process. 



9. Claim(s) 4, 5, 9-12, 18, 19, 23, 25, 26 and 31-33 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chang in view of Frey as applied to clalm(s) 
1, 8, 15, 22 and 30 above, and further in view of Fung et al. (US6,069,939). 

Regarding clalm(s) 4 and 18, Chang in combination with Frey as applied to 
claim(s) 1 and 15 above differ from claim(s) 3 and 17 in that it fails to disclose the 
language identification is stored in a user profile for the user. 

However, Fung teaches a method, wherein the language identification is stored 
in a user profile for the user (FIG. 4 and column 6, lines 33-39). 

Therefore, It would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill In the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the invention of Chang as modified using the 
database system as taught by Caccuro. 
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This modification of the invention enables the system to have the language 
identification is stored in a user profile for the user so that the user would have a tool for 
global management process. 

Regarding claim(s) 5 and 19, Fung teaches a method, wherein the language 
identification is stored in a device accessible by the communications device (FIG. 4 and 
column 6, lines 33-39). 

Regarding claim(s) 9, 23 and 31, Fung teaches a method further comprising: 
responsive to the language identification being present, determining whether the 
language identification matches a language selected by the called party (FIG. 4 and 
column 6, lines 33-39). 

Regarding claim(s) 11, 25 and 32, Fung teaches a method further comprising: 
responsive to an absence of a matching language, initiating a translation process (FIG. 
4 and column 6, lines 33-39). 

Regarding claim(s) 12, 26 and 33, Fung teaches a method further comprising: 
responsive to an absence of a matching language, forwarding the call to a call center 
(FIG. 4 and column 6, lines 33-39). 
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10. Claim(s) 14, 28 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Pines in view of Aisfiawi et al. (US 2004/0204940 A1). 

Regarding ciaim(s) 14, 28 and 35, Pines as applied to claim(s) 13, 27 and 34 
above differs from claim(s) 14, 28 and 35 in that it fails to disclose the destination is a 
help desk associated with a language identified by the language identifier. 

However, Alshawi teaches a method wherein the destination is a help desk 
associated with a language identified by the language identifier (paragraph 0006). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the invention of Pines using the help desk as 
taught by Alshawi. 

This modification of the invention enables the system to have the destination is a 
help desk associated with a language identified by the language identifier so that the 
user would have an international help desk.
